Report of Superintendent of Schools. 


Mr. Chairman and Members of the School Board :— 


I have the honor and pleasure to submit for your 
consideration my second annual report of the Wood- 
stock schools. This report covers the fiscal year 
ending August 31, 1920 and a partial report for the 
present school year which began September 1, 1920. 

The commercial course introduced into the High 
Sehool last year has been continued and remains a 
popular course with the students. We now own 
four typewriters and rent one. The commercial de- 
partment has been unfortunate this year in being 
forced to change teachers. Miss Magoon left early 
in the fall for a more lucreative position in New 
York. Miss Lamprey took her place but remained 
only a short time owing to sickness and Miss Lillian 
Rosenfield has been secured to fill the vacancy. 

The teacher of French and English, Miss Annie 
March, resigned at the end of the fall term and David 
Lasker, a Boston University graduate, Was secured 
to fill the vacancy. 

Electric lights have been put into the North 
Woodstock school building. They have been a great 
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help to the teachers and pupils. New seats have 
been purchased for the girls toilet and drinking 
fountains for both basements, 

The Woodstock teachers are preparing some- 
thing warm for the children to have with their 
lunches, such as, cocoa and soups. This is a great 
help to the health and comfort of the pupils, 

The report of the school census, October 1, 1920 
shows 138 children in town between the ages of five 
and sixteen years; 145 children registered in the 
local public schools September 80th and two attend- 
ing high school outside of the distriet; total number 
of children in school between the ages of five and 
sixteen—127; eleven reported as not attending school, 
ten between five and eight and one between eight and 
fourteen, (out on account of sickness), 

The school survey corrected to November Ist 
shows the following results: 6 percent of the ehild- 
ren are precocious, 67 percent at age, and 27 percent 
retarded. The pupils retarded one or more years 
in any school system ought not to be over 20 percent. 
A study is being made of those retarded more than 
one year to see if something may not be done to rem- 
edy the condition. Medical inspection may be of 
some assistance provided the physical defects report- 
ed to the parents are corrected as far as possible. 

Doctors Burtt and Drury examined 4139 school 
children during last year and reported the following 
cases: Malnutrition 4, Defective vision 26, Defective 
hearing 7, Cardiac disease 1, Skin, disease 38, Ortho- 
pedic defects 2, Defective teeth 29, Adenoids 15 and 
Unvaccinated but with proper excuse 9. 

Medical inspection would be more efficient if we 
could have some follow-up work done. We can 
hardly expect a doctor to do such work but in some 
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towns this is being done, T would suggest, if ar- 
rangements can be so made, that we unite with the 
town of Lincoln to secure the aid of the district nurse 
for this work. 

Standard group tests are being given in various 
studies as a measurement of results. These tests 
show the weak as well as the strong points in our 
leaching. These facts, we are facing and are mak- 
ing a strenuous effort to strengthen the weak spots. 
The parents may assist in this by seeing that their 
children are in school regularly and on time. 

Some of the improvements worthy of mention 
are; better discipline, better school spirit, closer co- 
operation, buildings kept in much better condition 
and these have all contributed to a higher degree of 
efficieney and scholarship. 

The report of the headmaster is appended and 
made a part of this report.

Dearepir: 

I am submitting the following report of the 
Woodstock High School. 

At the beginning of the sehool year 29 pupils 
were registered in the high school; 4 Seniors, 7 Jun- 
iors, 12 Sophomores and 6 Freshmen.  Sinee then 4 
Sophomore and 1 Freshmen have left school. 

There have been fewer cases of tardiness than 
last year. The attendance on the whole has been 
good, but owing to sickness in a few instances, the 
percent of attendance has been lowered. 

There are 4 pupils taking the college preparatory 
course and 23 taking the commercial course. As 
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the program of studies is arranged however, those 
taking the commercial work have enough other sub- 
jects to enable them to enter college. The commer- 
cial course is now well established so that the pupils 
receive a good foundation in bookkeeping, typewrit- 
ing and shorthand. 

This year the Juniors and Seniors are taking 
Chemistry in place of Physics, which they had last 
year—the two subjects being alternated, one being 
offered one year and the other the next. The lab- 
oratory is better equipped for Chemistry than for 
Physies. There are enough chemicals and appara- 
tus to do the year’s work satisfactorily. 

In December the school gave a Fair-in the K. of 
P. Hall from which they realized over, $40C. 9 Ten 
dollars was contributed to the Hoover Fund for the 
starving children in Europe. The remainder, or as 
much as will be necessary will be used to defray the 
expenses of graduation.
